4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims have been amended to require a range for a cell separation medium 
with a density of 1 .060-1 .065. A declaration has also been filed by Michael W. Dahm. 
In view of the amendments to the claims and the declaration the claims have been 
placed in condition for allowance. 

The Declaration has provided evidence that a cell separation medium of at least 
1 .060 g/ml is necessary for preventing significant loss of tumor cells. The declaration 
also teaches that a cell separation medium density of 1 .065 g/ml or less prevents 
contamination of the enriched tumor cell fraction with telomerase-positive non-tumor 
cells from a body fluid. Thus, the declaration provides ah unexpected result for the 
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separation range of 1 .060-1 .065 which ensures quantification of tumor cells rather than 
non tumor cells or telomerase positive non tumor cells.
